HAMMERING AWAY FOR ECONOMY 


President Coolidge may be averse to 


members of his official family engaging in 
political discussions during the summer, 
but he loses no opportunity to fonvard his 
program of further tax reduction and 
economy. Secretary Mellon the other day 
made an important speech in the South 
in which he renewed his well-known pro- 
posals for lowering the maximum surtax 
rates, together with a radical reduction in 
rates or elimination of the federal estate 
tax. 
The secretary stated that while it 


would not be appropriate for him to set 
forth a "definite program" until the 
treasury makes its recommendations to the 
ways and means committee "in the light 
of income then available." he felt sure 
that the margin of surplus would be am- 
ple for these reforms. He also made an 
effective plea for the abolishment of tax 
exempt securities, on the theory that this 
policy'would cause a large amount of dor- 
mant capital to seek investment in pro- 
ductive enterprise., 
-, ' 


All indications are that the administra- 


tion's proposal to reduce taxes will be jus- 
tified by the accumulating surplus, which 
now promises to be approximately $100.- 
000.000. The treasury counts on a cut 
of $60:000.000 in expenditures through 
additional retirement of war Jjonds; and a 
total reduction in the budget of §300.- 
000:000. 


The country may or may not consider 


publicity about tax reductions in the na- 
tuYe of politics, and if so as inconsistent 
with the president's professed desire to 
drop politics during the summer, but it 
lias an invigorating effect upon the busi- 
ness miud and the plans and expectations 
of those engaged in commerce and indus- 
try. The more the president's policies in 
this respect are studied, the more the pub- 
lic will be convinced, we believe, that they 
arc to distinguish his administration. Xo 
one factor can contribute so much to the 
restoration of good business conditions 
in the United States and their mainte- 
nance as a reduction of the top-heavy tax 
load every form of production is now 
carrying. 
"When we get out from under 


this burden it cannot help but have an 
effect comparable to that of untieing the 
bound up arms of an expert swimmer. 


The president is determined to hammer 


away at governmental economy and lax 
reduction. 
Nothing can side-track .him. 


and nothing .should. If this is politics, it 
is, the kind of politics the people like to 
Sicar. and which those who condemn it are 
free to make the most of. 


a long period of years, together with the 
character of management it has received 
might bring to light some interesting 
facts. If it would be possible to have an 
investigation that was bonafulc and could 
be removed entirely from politics, that 
would also help. 


Senator Lcnroot says there is no reason 


to doubt the honesty and efficiency of the 
management in recent years, notwith-

receivership was not necessary, but it is 
difficult to understand from the showing 
made by the application how this step 
could have been avoided. 
"Whatever the 


facts, there is only one way in which the 
stockholders can know with any certainty 
what has happened, and why their invest- 
ments have resulted so disastrously; and 
that is by bonafide investigation. 


Mr. Leuroot makes one point that is 


worth referring to in connection with the 
receivership, and that is that it disproves 
the statements of opponents of the Esch- 
Cunimins law that the act guarantees to 
railroads a 6 per cent return on the value 
of their property. Had that been true, 
as he suggests, there would have been no 
default in interest. "What the railroads 
are permitted to earn on their investment 
and what they are capable of earning are 
two different things. 
The government 


does not guarantee any return. There 
lias been quite as much misrepresentation 
of the Esch-Cummins law as there has 
been of the railroads themselves. In due 
time the public will learn the facts 
itself.

During national forest week the news- 


paper-reading public was informed that 
when the United States came into the pos- 
session of the Avhite man it had primitive 
forests covering more than 800.000.000 
acres and that today it has only 13S:- 
000.000 acres of virgin forest. 250:000.- 
000 acres of second growth timber or 
young growth and 81,000,000 acres of 
land'Which have produced nothing but 
brush fires since they were stripped of- 
their trees. 


These statistics convince the average 


person, possessing an average amount of 
foresight, that national forest week should 
be extended iff cover fifty-two weeks in a 
year and for every year until the produc- 
tion of new timber in this country equals 
or exceeds the consumption of virgin tim- 
ber. 


Upon the trees man depends for his 


lumber, often his water supply, many of 
his pastimes and for much of nature's 
beauty. Just 42 per cent of the American 
forest primeval lias survived the wood- 
man's ax. It is within the power of this 
century to restore to the next century 
much of this natural heritage of which the 
last century robbed the present. 


Trees will begin to grow faster than 


they are cut down as soon as the public 
learns the valuable habit of planting a new 
tree for every tree cut down and the own- 
ers of barren land are taught that trees 
are a crop to be planted and harvested 
like other crops.

There is only a faint trace of truth in it, un- 


fortunately, for if it were true to any considerable 
extent we should all live longer, leaner and hap- 
pier. If a fellow could cut down his capacity Just 
t>y fasting a little or restricting tho load for a few 
days, that would be an attainment well worth the 
agor.y. 


Once in a while the stomach which has been 


dilated or expanded to accommodate a whale of a 
meal or a'steady elephantine diet refuses to con- 
tract again to its normal dimensions or capacity, 
at least until the doctor has tinkered with it for a 
spell or the surgeon has embroidered a design on 
tho greater .curvature. But this is a rule which 
positively does not work both ways. If you do man- 
age to contract your stummick appreciably, don't 
you worry, it will come back again and leave no 
tale behind it. Even" professional fasters who go 
for weeks without any food find no difficulty, when 
the fast is finished, in stowing full rations. 


But there is a way to contract the capacity of 


the stomach or at least to attain that delectable 
sensation of fullness without actually stuffing or 
overloading the stomach. In other words there Is 
a way'to contract the appetite when, the appetite 
s abnormally large. 


Of course various practices injurious to health 


:end to impair the appetite, but we are concerned 
ivith healthful procedures only. It is terrible to 
be fat. but better fat than sick or quite; dead. Where 
:hcre's a reasonable amount of fat there is hope,

IN CALIFORNIA 


Particles Clinging to R'oots of 


Plant Told World Where 
Precious Metal Was 


By Associated Press 


Los Angeles—Recent reports that 


the original first nugget of California 
gold was in the possession of a private 
collector In New York have aroused 
chroniclers 
of southern California's 


history to remind the public that it 
was an onion, not Suiter's mill, that 
started the first California gold rush. 


Moreover, these chroniclers relate, 


that onion grew in the San Fernando 
valley northwest of here, hundreds of 
miles south of Butter's mill, and the 
gold ruth it Started began in 1841, 
seven years before James Marshall's 
discovery of gold In El Dorado-co. 


It was on March 9, 1841, that Fran- 


ciso Lopez was riding through San 
Feliciano canyon ' with a companion 
and stopped to cat lunch under a tree. 
Lopez liked onions, and when he saw 
a wild one growing within arm's reach 
he leaned over to dig it up with his 
knife and add it to his meal. Clinging 
to the roots of that onion were several 
small pieces of gold. ' 


Soon the rush was on. As far north 


as Santa Barbara and OB far south as 
San Diego the news of the gold strike 
spread. In a few weeks hundreds of 
men were sifting the sands of the can- 
yon for. gold, and some were finding it 
in profitable quantities.

In 1S55, min 
ing activites were resumed in the San 
Fernando field, the later but greater 
gold rush started by the discovery of 
nuggets at Sutler's mill in the north 
was in full swing.
